LIFE  IN  OTHEM  WORLDS.

Prof  Richard  A  Proctor  lectured  Sstvrr 
day  afternoon  at  Association  Hall  on  “  Life 
in  Other  Worlda^"  before  a  large  audience, 
chii-fly  enmpneed  of  ladies.  Id  th*  tom 
nencement  ot  hia  remarks  he  observed 
that  ha  Had  rewhed  sneita  letters  calling 
hia  attention  to  Hie  fact  that  many  of  ihoae 
who  wars  in  attendance  upon  the  present 
coiftvc  bad  attendrd  the  btrmer  course  of 
lectures,  and  therefore  he  ought  not  again 
ta  reCrr  to  them.  Another  taller  he  had 
recevved  invited  him  to  mention  the  chief 
fwrta  relative  to  the  transit  uf  Veens,  and 
these  he  would  like  to  answer.  In  the  first 
place.  It  would  not  lie  just  to  rup**ht  simply 
to  day,  far  in starcr,  that  which  he  gave 
before  on  the  sun's  family  of  plnaeta,  hsv- 
ng  give*  a  prospectus  and  laclurua  indi¬ 
cating  that  there  would  lie  a  certain  novel¬ 
ty.  It  might  be  a  pleasant  but  not  a  jest 
thing  to  do,  and  all  Ha  eontd  any  In  rrfar- 
anea  ta  the  neqnent  waa  ta  touch  on  the** 
matters  which  were  nuocaanry  to  make  kin 
subject  complete,  and  to  touch  them  auffl 
eiently  to  demonstrate  the  facts  necessary ,

In  regard  to  the  transit  of  Venus, 
be  thought  they  hud  csongb  of  it.  It  was 
not  a  subject  which  wav  perhaps  specially 
inviting,  and  therefore  he  did  not  think  he 
should  devote  any  portion  of  the  lecture  to 
the  treatment  of  it.  Instead  of  giving 
the  chief  part  of  his  consideration  to  the 
ques'lon  of  the  distinction  thst  exists  be¬ 
tween  the  two  parts  of  the  sun's  family,  he 
proposed  to  dree  am  the  subject  of  the  nun's 
fatally  with  special  re  ftae  ore  to  the  new 
theory  to  which  he  had  been  led  as  to  life 
in  other  world*.  Brewster’s  book  of  life 
In  Otirr  W-rruU  was  composed  on  ths  as¬ 
sumption  that  all  the  planets  and  pmhatfly 
all  the  satellites  and  possibly  even  the  sun* 
Mivea  were  the  abode  nf  life,  and 
intended  to  lie  the  abode  of  life,  not 
merely  for  a  portion  of  their  existence,  bat 
for  all  time.  That  wa#  Brewster's  theory, 
and  that  may  be  considered  the  theory  of 
the  plurality  of  world*  carried  to  ita  ut¬ 
most  possibility.  Then  there  waa  the 
heory  of  Hrwiil.  He  had  really  no  theory 
on  the  subj*-ct,  and  he  wrote  a  book  rather 
to  ahow  what  may  be  done  on  the  other 
side  of  the  subject.  Still.  It  was  a  theory 
hich  waa  associated  with  hia  name,  lint 
he  wrote  the  book  oa  the  Plurality  of 
Worlds  really  to  show  that  the  earth  was 
the  only  inhabited  world,  or  at  lensf  there 
were  just  reason*  for  rewarding  it  aa  each. 
The  view  which  he  might  take  was  this  ; 
He  looked  through  Ike  peat  histoire  of  the 
rid,  and  found  that,  long  bef<re  life 
begun  upon  the  earth,  even  If  they  took 
the  lowest  forms  of  naimul  llfis.  long  before 
the  ear«b  existed  as  a  globe  glowing  with 
intense*!  heat,  but  for  many  jiiIIkiuS  of 
rears,  the  has  been  the  abode  of  lifc,  aad 
that  preceding  that  time  there  waa  a  yet 
longer  period  when  the  earth  was  a  mere 
vaporous  mass  of  matter.  Looking  for¬ 
ward  to  th*  fatura  they  seemed 
to  be  approaching  a  time  when  it  erltl 
te  to  tie  the  abode  ot  life.  They  could 
not  tell  I  row  Jlong  It  would  be  before  that 
It  may  he  that  th*  higher  forme  of 
life  will  first  suflrr;  that  lb*  quality  gi.en 
to  man  by  which  be  has  the  power  of  ex 
haoating  the  supplies  garnered  in  the 
earth,  that  quality  in  which  man  dlffm* 
from  th*  brute  creature  who  lives  on  what 
the  earth  produo**  that  quality  may  en¬ 
able  a  man  to  consume  theee  substance*  ;

earth  and  istarding  it,  ll  suenie<l  to  him, 
then,  that  tbe  process  of  contructioagolng 
on  would  hasten  the  rotation,  and  that  has¬ 
tening  was  regarded  as  something  which 
e>>aaisrb*i*nced  the  break  action  of  the 
tidal  wave.

Prof.  Proctor  then  proceeded  to  apply 
these  considerations  to  the  various  planets, 
stating  enpamnnt  that  in  the  former  course 
of  lectures,  in  dealing  will,  the  planets,  he 
brought  before  them  vsrinai  facts  on  which 
theoi les  were  tamed.  He  took  them  facts 
for  granted  snd  applied  theee  new  thwwies 
to  the  individual  planet*.  Ue  exhibited 
pictures  of  tbe  son  snd  Mercury,  observing 
on, the  enormous  heat-power  from  Mer¬ 
cury;  from  V’enus  the  power  wss  greater 
than  thst  from  the  earth.  He  invited 
special  atteution  to  the  sixe  of  the  sun  as 
»een  from  Jupiter,  Saturn,  Uranus,  snd 
Neptune.  He  did  not  attribute  tbe 
changes  indicated  to  tbe  sun.  They  could 
not  suppose  that  the  changes  ia  that  enor¬ 
mous  atmosphere  of  great  *•  tivily  are  pro¬ 
duced  by  tbe  influences  of  the  insignificant 
sun.  Its  site  will,  in  the  esse  of  Mercury 
and  Venus  dispose  ns  to  regard  these  plan¬ 
ets  as  the  abode  of  tile,  sad  tbe  time  will 
come  for  Venus  when  it  will  lose  ball  of 
its  heat  snd  wben  It  will  be  imporeiblc  to 
lire  in  tt.  It  will  be  the  same  for  Venus  as 
fur  ns.  The*  we  looked  forward  to  the 
time  millions  of  years  hence  wben  Venus 
will  present  the  same  appearance  of  life 
which  exists  upon  the  earth.  Tke  pictures 
Venus  presented  indicated  a  very  correct 

an  af  tbe  application*  of  the  markings 
hlbitod  therwnn.  and  they  fonod  twilight 
circles,  and  signs  in  Venus  uf  ths  poasitdl 
ity  of  life  so  tar  as  life  depended  upon  the 
existence  of  atmosphere.  He  would  non 
pass  to  the  study  ol  thst  planet,  w  hich,  so 
tsrastheqoeetionof  life  is  ouuou rweri.  they 
were  able  to  study  to  ths  beta  advantage — 
the  moon.  The  moon,  which  men  were  in 
the  habit  of  regarding  ae  a  satellite  of  the 
th,  was  ia  reality  net  a  mere  satellite, 
bat  i  planet  having  tha  same  kind  of  path 
rotted  tbe  wn  that  tha  earth  hast  They 
nt  in  tbe  habit  ol  regarding  the  earth 
the  centre  of  the  solar  system,  but  they

'er  and  Bsturn,  and  here,  instead  •  f  An<l- 
the  orbs  ihc- abode  uf  life,  they  found  the 
evidence  of  internal  forces  at  work,  but 
there  wa*  reason  for  believing  that  in  tbe 
satellites  around  Jupilrr  they  might  fiod 
UmIcs  of  life.

•Me  to  sec  them  individually,  but  the  rea 
«on»  advanced  in  ref-  re-ace  to  them  showed 
Hist  they  were  not  best,  but  if  separated 
would  be  .wukcuup  into  Iragiaents  on  the 
surface  of  the  planet,  lie  exhibited  a  pic¬ 
ture  of  Haiuru  allowing  signs  of  dislur 
baocc,  and  continued  to  vay  that  if  they 
look-  d  at  the  whole  solar  system,  thsv 
found  nothing  to  load  to  tha  belief  that  lb* 
planets  were  not  inhabited.  There  wss 
nothing  in^tbat  which  waa  nut  in  accord 
with  tl-<  wisdom  of  creation.  Whst  .was 
true  of  the  earth  wss  probably  true  of  oth¬ 
er  worlds,  sod  whoa  they  passed  from  th* 
earth  to  solar  system,  sad  from  th*  solar  sys¬ 
tem  Ui  infinity,  whst  opinion  wsra  thay  to 
form!  Thay  should  form  the  ssai*  general 
'inion  thst  the  solar  system  wss  the  shod* 
life  and  there  was  a  qaestiou  which  here 
arose.  Has  tbs  solar  system  bees  continu¬ 
ously  t Ik-  n bode  of  life!  was  it  tha  abode  of 
Til  wben  life  began  on  our  earth!  was  any 
other  planet  the  abode  of  life,  and  will  any 
other  planet  Ircgin  to  It*  Inhabited  wben 
life  eeaaea  on  this  earth!  On  these  ques¬ 
tions  they  should  mke  ths  evidences  as 
they  were  .and  not  insist  ou  this  or  that 
theory.
